Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

On the 15th February, 1980, late at night information 
was received that a 15 to 20 men strong gang of insurgents 
said to be responsible for a number of killings, looting of 
Banks, etc. was camping in the interior jungle of Kaunu hill 
in Manipur. A police party consisting of Shri Dhruva 
Mishra, Addition^ Superintendent of Police, Central District, 
Manipur, Shri Lai Chand, Naik, 29ih Battalion, Central 
Reserve Police Force and Shri Prithi Chand, Constable, 
29th Battalion, Central Reserve Police Force left for the 
hide-out of the insurgents at 2330 hours. After travelling 
in vehicles upto village Kanglatongbi they marched a dis- 
tance of 12 to 15 kms, on foot. In order to keep the 
villagers indoors till dawn, one platoon of the police party 
was deployed to encircle village Makhan, the residents of 
which were considered to be sympathisers of the insurgents- 
The raiding party after walking on foot for about 4 hours 
through the thick forest and climbing many steep hills 
reached near the camp of the insurgents at about 4 A.M. 
on 16-2-1980. The raiding party was divided into three 
groups, one of which was led by Shri Dhruva Mishra, 
another by Deputy Commandant of Central Reserve Police 
Force and the third by two Inspectors of Police. Shri Prithi 
Chand was the leading scout of the raiding party. When the 
raiding party was at a distance of about 50 yards from the 
camp, the leading scout constable Prithi Chand was spotted 
by the extremists and was fired upon. Constable rrithi 
Chand was wounded by the bullet on the leg. He imme- 
diately took Up position and returned the fire without caring 
for his personal safety. One insurgent who was hiding near 
the position of Constable Prithi Chand charged at him with 
a bayonet but the second scout in the leading party fired at 
the insurgent and killed him on the spot On hearing the 
sound of firing, the insurgents immediately took positions 
and started firing on the raiding party. They threw one hand 
grenade on the position of Naik Lai Chand which did not 
ex^plodc, Naik Lai Ciiand immediately removed the un- 
ex plodcd grenade and threw it away where it immediately 
exploded. But for this action of Naik Lai Chand, explosion 
of the grenade would have caused heavy casualties. One 
insurgent tried to shoot Constable Tbawar Singh who was 
firing LMG but be was shot down by another Constable of 
the raiding party. In the meantime, other parties headed by 
Shri Dhruva Mishra and the Deputy Commandant, Central 
Reserve Police Force, charged on the camp of the insur- 
gents. On seeing the courage of the raiding party the 
insiirgents were demoralised and ran away in difFercnt direc- 
tions in complete panic leaving behind huge quantity of arms 
and ammunition. They could not be apprehended due to 
poor visibility in the thick forest. 

In this encounter Shri Dhruva Mishra, Shri Lnl Chand 
and Shri Prithi Chand exhibited conspicuous gallantry, ex- 
ceptional courage and devotion to duty of a very high 
order. 

These awards arc made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

On the 15th February, 1980, late at night information 
was received that one strong gang of insurgents said to be 
responsible for a number of killings, looting of Banks etc., 
was camping in the interior jungle of Kaunu hill in Manipur.

Battalion, Central Reserve Police Force and Shri M. M. 
Poovaiah, Constable, 29th Battalion, Central Reserve Police 
Force and led by Shri Dhruva Mishra, Additional Superin- 
tendent of Police, Manipur and a Deputy Commandant of 
Central Reserve Police Force, left for the hide-out of th»^' 
insurgents at 2330 hours in order to apprehend them. The 
TJolicc paity reached near the camp of the insurgents at 
about 4 A.M, on 16th Fcbmary, 1980. It was divided into 
three groups. Constable K, Babu was a scout in the raiding 
party led by Constable Prithi Chand. When the raiding 
party reached a distance of about 50 yards from the camp 
of the insurgents, Constable Prithi Chand was spotted by 
the insurgents who fired at him and hit him in the leg. 
Constable Prithi Chand immediately took position and 
returned the fire. In the meantime, another insurgent who 
was hiding near the position of Constable Prithi Chand 
charged at him with a bayonet but Shri K, Babu who was 
the second scout in tho raiding party charged at the insur- 
gent and killed him on the spot. An insurgent tried to shoot 
the Constable who was manning tho LMG. But before 
the insurgent could approach the L.M.G. position, he was 
shot at by Shri M. M. Poovalah and was killed. In the 
meantime the three police parties led by Shri D. Mishra, a 
Deputy Commandant of Central Reserve Police Force and 
two rnspectors of Police raided tho hide-out of the insur- 
gents, who fled away in the thick forest leaving behind arms 
and ammunition which was captured by tho ruldlng party.

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

On the 15th February, 1980, late at night information 
was received that one 15 to 20 men strong gang of insur- 
gents said to be responsible for a number of killings, looting 
of Banks etc., was camping in the interior jungle of Kaunu 
hill in Manipur. A police party left for the hide-out of the 
insurgents at 2330 hrs. After travelling in vehicles upto 
village Kanglatongbi they marched a distance of 12 to 15 
kms. on foot, One platoon of the raiding police party was 
deployed to encircle village Makhaii, the residents of whiclv 
wore considered to be sympathisers of the insurgents, iii 
order to keep the villagers Indoors till dawn. The raiding 
party after walking on foot for about 4 hours through the 
thick forest and climbing many steep hills reached near the 
camp of the insurgents at about 4 A.M. on 16-2-1980. The 
raiding party waa divided into thi'ec groups. While two of

thcBe Kroups were led by the Deputy Commandant. CRPF, 
and Additional Supdt. of Police, Manipur, the third group 
was led by Shri Sunil Chandra Sharma and Shri N. M. 
Thapaliyal. When the raiding party was at a distance of 
about 60 yards from the camp, the leading scout was fired 
upon and was wounded by the bullet on the leg, He immc' 
diately took up position and returned the fire. The insur- 
gents also threw one hand grenade on a member of the 
Police party but it did not cxplotle. One of the insurgents 
also tried to shoot the Constable who was manning the 
LMG. But the insurgent was shot dead. In the meantime 
the three Police parties, one of which was headed by Shri 
Sunil Chandra Shanna charged on the Camp of the insure 
gents to capture them alive. Seeing the courage of the 
Police Ofllcers the insurgents were demoralised and nan away 
in different directions leaving behind arms and ammunition. 

2. In this encounter Shri S. Sunil Chandra Sharma exhi- 
bited conspicuous gallantry, exceptional courage and devotion 
to duty of a very high order, 

3. This award is made for gallantry under role 4(i) of 
the rules governing the award of the Bar to President’s 
Police Medal and consequently carries with it the special 
allowance admissible under rule 5, with efiect from the ]511i 
February, 1980.

Statement of .services for which the decoration has been 

awarded 

On 26th April, 1980, at about 1000 hours when an 
escort party of water truck of the Group Centre, Imphal, 
was about to start after having distributed water to the road- 
side houses of Group Centre personnel on the junction of 
Imphal-Jiribam Road, they were attacked by eight to ten 
hard core extremists. One constable was killed on the 
spot. The Head Consrable S, M. Raje, who was one of the 
members of the escort party accompanying the tnick, took 
up position and returned the fire of the extremists. Simul- 
taneously he asked Constable Bal Bahadur to rush to the 
camp to get reinforcement. But Shri Raje wm attacked 
from behind and was shot dead. At the same time, another 
Constable named R. A. Hazarika, who was on the left side 
of the water truck, was also shot dead. Constable Mohamed 
Badru Rehman, who was on the right front of the water 
truck, fired a few rounds on the extremists. But in the 
meantime, the extremists withdrew towards a jeep which had 
been kept ready for their escape. Some of the extremists 
ran into a nearby village while six to seven of them sped 
away in the jeep towards village Patsoi (Part I). In dis- 
regard of the danger involved to his life, Shri Badru Rehman 
jumped from the water truck and fired at the speeding jeep 
of the extremists by taking the cover of a nearby tree. He 
got into uneven broken ground to the left of the truck and 
kept on chasing the jeep and firing at it. At that moment, 
he spotted one truck of Group Centre which happened to 
pass that way and Informed the escort party of the truck 
about the encounter. The escort party of the truck went 


into action and started firing on the extremists. After about 
300 yards, the jeep suddenly stopped and the extremists had 
to push it. Shri Mohamed Badru Rehman availed of this 
opportunity and fired at the jeep. The extremists ran into 
the village and started firing from behind the cover of huts, 
Shrj Badru Rehman continued to follow the extremists in 
utter disregard of the danger to this own life and killed one 
of the extremists (driver of the jeep). With the help of the 
reinforcement, two more extremists were shot dead while 
they were trying to escape towards the village. 

2. hr this encounter, Shri Mohamed Badm Rehman exhi- 
bited conspicuous gallantry, exceptional courage and devo- 
tion to duty of a very high order. 

3, This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of the 
rules governing the award of the President's Police Medal 
and consequently carries with it the special allowance 
admissible under rule 5, with effect from the 26lh April, 
1980.
